New Yous, Dee. 15.—The Tunes special from 
Columbia says: “It is understood that after 
the inauguration of Hampton, yesterday, the 
Democratic members of the Senate would with- 
draw from the Chamberlain Legislature and go 
over to Carolina Hall, but the opening of the 
Senate today found them still im their 
seats, as usual, and Hampton’s Legislature 
is still left without an upper House.

THE WAR PARTY AT WASHINGTON. 
As the days move on, that portion of the 
Democratic party in Congress that wants 
Tum with war are showing a determina- 
tion to resist and reject every proposition 
having in view any arrangement by which 
the two Houses of Congress can reach an 
amicable arrangement regulating the count- 
ing the vote for President. All propositions 
for conference or an agreement that does not 
declare TIL D President are denounced and 
voted down. This class of persons have a 
programme, and that programme may be 
briefly stated to be: That at the meeting 
on the 14th of February, when the Electors’ 
certificates are to be opened and counted, the 
House shall object to the counting of the votes 
of Louisiana, Florida, and South Carolina; 
that, these votes being rejected, there will not 
be a majority of the whole number of votes 
for either candidate; thatthe President of 
the Senate, disregarding this objection and 
counting the whole number of votes, shall 
declare and so certify that Hayes and 
Wu, having each a majority, are 
duly elected President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States: that thereupon 
the House of Representatives, acting for it- 
self as the exclusive judge, shall decide that 
there was no election of President by the 
people, and shall forthwith proceed to elect 
a President by the votes of the States, ia 
which cage TD will be declared elected. 
It is even suggested that, while Hayes will be 
inaugurated at Washington, Tripen shall 
take the oath of office at New York, and, ac- 
companied by a vast army of his followers, 
shall march to Washington, and, Mexican 
fashion, make war for possession. This is 
the programme of the worst elements of the 
Democratic party,—the men whocare nothing 
for the Union, nothing for the national 
honor or credit, and who are for a distribu- 
tion of spoils in the regular way if possible ; 
if not, then in the Mexican way by guerrillas 
and armed banditti. Every tramp in the 
land would then become a “‘ revolutionary 
soldier,” and, instead of begging and steal- 
ing, he will, as a member of some troop of 
Toms army, levy contributions, rob 
banks and warehouser, and make the 
Younezr and James system general and uni- 
versal.

MILITARY INTERFERENCE WITH ELEC- 
TIONS. 


The President’s message to the Senate in 
response to the Wiruznrs resolution of in- 
quiry will probably satisfy the ex-Confed- 
erates and Copperheads and the rest of 
mankind that he has not forgotten how to 
meet and promptly repulse a bushwhack- 
ing attack. ‘The resolution was, of course, 
prompted by Democratic undying hostility 
to military interference with elections,—the 
only interference therewith that is tolerated 
by the great Democratic party being that of 
the bulldozers. The intelligence somehow 
penetrated the Democratic un g 
about the Senate Chamber that on the day 
of the Presidential election the armies of the 
United States—to-wit: one Captain, one 
Lieutenant, and twenty-four privates—were 
quartered in or about Petersburg, in the 
sovereign State of Virginia. That as we 
have no foreign war on hand at this junc- 
ture, therefore our troops are not sent 
far away from home; that as long as they 
are kept in the country they must be 
in some State on election day; and that 
Virginia is still one of the States of the 
Union,—were circumstances which, in the 
estimation of the Demoeratic understanding 
about the Senate Chamber, did not in the 
least modify the awful fact that the armies 
of ‘the United States—that is, twenty-six 
men all told had, on the day of the Presi- 
dential election, invaded the sacred soil of 
the sovereign State of Virginia, instead of 
the soil—equally sacred, is it not ?—of IIli- 
nois, Iowa, or some other of the States 
equally sovereign, but which never raised 
such an uproar about the sacredness of their 
soil and their precious sovereignty. 
Accordingly in the resolution the demand 
was tartly made upon the President to know 
by what authority the armies of the United 
States, in the persons of the aforesaid twen- 
ty-six men, were stationed at Petersburg, in 
the State of Virginia,” on election-day—as 
though, for that day only, the army should 
have been ordered out to sea, that it might 
not be “‘ stationed” in any of the States. 

The report of Gen. Saerman, with the ac- 

companying document sent the Senate with 
the message, fully met the inquiry. These 
upon sworn testimony set forth the facts as 
to the intimidation and mob violence and 
murder of colored Republicans at Peters- 
burg; also that it was believed—to which 
belief the facts testified irresistibly led—the 
like outrages would occur on the day of the 
Presidential election unless troops were sent 
there to preserve the peace. Having com- 
municated these facts,—than which there 
could have been none more clearly justifying 
such disposition of this handful of men as 
that they could be at hand when wanted to 
preserve the peace,—President Grant pro- 
ceeds to summarily and finally dispose of 
the gabble about military interference with 
elections by this pithy observation : 
The presence of twenty-four United States sol- 
diers, under command of a Captain and Lieutenant, 
quartered in the Custom-Honse at Petersburg, Va., 
on the 7th of November, at a considerable distance 
from any polling- place, without any interference 
on their part whatever, aud without going nearer 
the polls during the election, may have secured a 
different result from what would have been obtain- 
ed if they had not been there to maintain peace in 
case of riot. But if such is the case N is only proof 
that in this one Congressional District in the State 
of Virginia the legal and constitutional voters have 
been able to return as elected the candidates of 
their choice. 

And that sums up not only the total result 
of the military interference with the election 
at Petersburg, but the total and sole result 
of all the so-called military interference with 
elections during the entire eight years of 
Grant's Administration. Never have the 
troops bulldozed a single voter. Not an ex- 
Confederate is there in all the land who can 
say that at any time since the removal of his 
disabilities the Federal bayonet ever dictated 
how he should vote, obstructed him in his 
right to vote as he pleased, or intimidated 
him to induce him to vote the Republican 
ticket. The interference of the troops with 
the elections has been precisely like the inter- 
ference of the police with the rights of 
property when they interfered with gar- 
roters, bunko-men, and burglars. The only 
and whole result of the “stationing” of 
troops in the ex-Confederate States about 
election time has been to exert about the 
same sort of influence upon the rifle-clubs 
and bulldozers that a policeman at his elbow 
exerts upon a garroter. When the troops 
have been “stationed” in proximity to the 
polls no member of a rifle-club, no bulldozer 
or rough-rider has been obstructed in the free 
exercise of his right to vote. But when the 
troops have been stationed in proximity to the 
polls, the rifle-clubs and bulldozers have not 
dared to obstruct the colored voters in the free 
exercise of their right to vote as they pleased. 
And so it is that the complaint about Grant's 
military interference comes only from the 
baffled bulldozers who were foiled in the 
effort to run the election, with their horse- 
whips, and revolvers, and masked 
riders. And the more the Gnaur military 
interference is investigated, the more will 
that fact be brought into prominence.

The Silver bill which passed the House of 
Representatives on Wednesday by the ex- 
ceptionally large majority of 167 for and only 
58 against, is a very brief and simple 
measure. It provides for the coinage of the 
standard silver dollar of 412} grains, and 
makes it a legal-tender for all debts and dues 
save those specified to be paid in gold. In 
other words, it simply restores the silver 
dollar to the place it always held in American 
money prior to the act of 1873, when it was 
dropped from American coinage quietly if 
not surreptitiously, and certainly without 
any previous effort to ascertain the sentiment 
of the people about such a measure. The 
bill makes it receivable for duties, and pay- 
able for interest and principal of the Govern- 
ment bonds. The charge of bad faith which 
has been brought against the proposition is not 
sustained by the facts. There has been only 
one issue of bonds since the passage of the 
act of 1873, and they, like the previous 
isaues, are made payable in coin, not gold, 
and the rights of the Government to coin 
silver dollars was certainly not forfeited by 
that act; when they are coined there is 
nothing in that act, nor any other acts that 
have been passed, which prohibits giving 
them their former value and usefulness. 

It would seem as though the large ma- 
jority which the bill secured in the House 
without reference to party divisions, and 
which still falls short of representing the 
sentiment of the people, would carry 
it through the Senate. Yet it is re- 
ported that it will encounter earnest 
opposition in the latter body on the ground 
that it is too “radical.” It can scarcely be 
considered ‘‘ radical ” to make the silver dol- 
lar what it was to the American money from 
the very foundation of the Government up 
to three years ago, and that is all this bill 
does. If by “radical” it is meant that the 
restoration of the silver dollar should be ae- 
companied by other legislation in order to 
give the people the full benefit thereof, that 


may be admitted without conceding the pro- 


priety of defeating this bill It is true that 
there should be additional legislation, but 
the adoption and approval of this bill is the 
first step in the right direction. When the 
silver dollar shall have been absolutely re- 
stored, the additional legislation which is 
desirable will be more readily secured than 
by withholding this incentive, The most 
practical men of the time are agreed that re- 
sumption of specie payments is not prac- 
ticable without silver; with silver the prepa. 
rations for resumption will progress while 
otherwise they will lag. Among the schemes 
of legislation that will be likely to follow the 
restoration of the silver dollar, and which 
certainly ought to follow it, are the follow- 
ing: 

1. Provision for the free coinage of silver 
as well as gold. Such a provision will assist 
more than any other in making the silver 
dollar a part of the currency of the country. 
The producers and owners of silver bullion 
will then become more direct and efficient 
agents for bringing silver into circulation 
than the Government with all its facilities. 
Bullion will find its way into coin as rapidly 
as there is a demand for it. 

2. Silver being already worth about as 
much in gold*as the greenback dollar, the 
restoration of the silver dollar to an equal 
place with the gold dollar will not bring it 
into circulation unless steps be taken to 
equalize the value of the greenback dollar. 
Just as soon as silver shall become worth more 
than the greenback, it will disappear from 
circulation; this would be a great business 
calamity now that the fractional currency has 
been retired. The simple and direct means 
for improving the greenback is that suggest- 
ed by the Secretary of the Treasury, viz. : 
Provisions for funding the greenbacks, under 
proper limitations, into long bonds bearing 
4 per cent interest, and running from thirty 
to forty years. The moment this shall be 
done, the greenback dollar will be worth as 
much as the gold and silver dollar. 

8. It should be provided that all the debt 
redeemed for the next three or four years on 
account of the sinking fund shall be that 
part of the debt represented by the outstand- 
ing non-interest.bearing notes known as 
greenbacks. This provision would retire 
about $35,000,000 of gre-nbacks a year, 
and substitute silver im lien thereof. It 
would be in no sense a contraction, as, the 
other conditions being maintained, the- 
silver would circulate freely and to the ex- 
tent it might be demanded. 

It is time the people should divest them- 
selves of the dread with which they have 
been accugtomed to regard contraction. The 
fact that there has been an actual contraction 
of more than $43,000,000 without its being 
felt since it set in eighteen months ago 
should teach that contraction, under proper 
circumstances, is not so dreadful a thing as 
it has been depicted. The volume of cur- 
rency in the present condition of business 
could be reduced $100,000,000 more, prob- 
ably, without being noticed ; there is at least 
that much dle currency for which there is 
no demand and no use. There need be no 
apprehension, therefore, as to the Funding

IMPERIAL DEMOCRACY. 

The despairing Tildenites of New York 
City, apparently convineed that their leader's 
jig is up, are seeking new and strange de- 
vices whereby to escape four years of service 
under a Republican Administration. Their 
latest invention is a petition to Congress for 
reannexation to Great Britain. The propo- 
sition will strike the majority of people as 
the broadest joke of the season, and about 
as sensible as the action of the ostrich who 
hides its head in the sand to escape its pur- 
suers. There are two all-suffleient reasons 
why reannexation to Great Britain would be 
distasteful to the mass of the Democratic 
party. In the first place, under the English 
civil-service system, there would only be 
about 300 offices, instead of 60,000, to be 
distributed, and the Democrats could not 
even hope to have all of these. The des- 
pair of the average Democrat at the prospect 
of such short rations can faintly be im- 
agined. It is the heaven-born mission of 
every Democrat to run for an office, or at 
least to expect one ; and to place before the 
thousands upon thousandg of Democratic 
office-seekers and office-grabbers a bill of 
fare which may include an hundred places to 
be filled by these thousands of famished 
patriots, is a consummation calculated to in- 
spire the average Democratic breast with 
horror and disgust. Second, the vast ma- 
jority of the Democratic party is composed 
of Irishmen, in view of which we have grave 
suspicion that a canvasser circulating such a 
petition, in Bridgeport for instance, would 
retire from the field with a broken head be- 
fore he got to the second house. To even 
imagine that the Celtic majority of the 
Democratic party would array itself under 
St. Gzorer’s banner, although it might have 
a sunburst and harp and stars and stripes 
all over its foreground, is as violent a pos- 
sibility as could well be conceived. 

There is, however, a serious side to this 
proposition, and it is worth while, perhaps, 
to speculate upon the changes such a propo- 
sition would make if carried into effect. The 
London Times, in a leading article upon the 
American Centennial, printed some since, 
intimated that if England had treated her 
American colonies differently an hundred 
years ago, had not taxed the people against 
their will, and given them the privilege of 
local self-government, without much doubt 
they would have retained their connection with 
the mother country to this day. The Times, 
however, consoled itself for the loss by the 
suggestion that the retention of the colonies 
would have been disastrous to Great Britain 
in some respects. The attention of every 
Government is taken up with its own affairs, 
and when the principal affairs of a Govern- 
ment are at a great distance, the tendency 
is towards the removal of the seat of 
Government to such place. It would 
be difficult for Great Britain to look after us 
from London. Its greatest interest and out- 
come would be over here. Its greatest in- 
vestments would be here. It would have 
50,000,000 of people here against 30,000,000 
there. Our wonderful deposits of coal, and 
the ease of transportation by our internal 
water courses, the superabundance of food, 
the great staples of manufacture, such as cot- 
ton, iron, lead, and copper, and the abun- 
dance of gold and silver, would attract En- 
glish capital and mechanism, and leave 
Great Britain comparatively weak and 
stripped of financial resources. England, 
Ireland, and Scotland, instead of being the 
sources of imperial power, would be merely 
three outlying provinces. New York, there- 
fore, would be the Capital instead of Lon- 
don. From this point of view the Times is 
unquestionably right in its assumption that 
Great Britain had a narrower escape from 
disaster than the United States. 

Still, waiving the absurdity of the petition of 
the despairing Tildenites, it is astonishing 
the slight changes in our form of Govern- 
ment such an annexation would make, if it 
were seriously contemplated. The principal 
change would be in the abolition of the elec- 
tion of a President. Wherever the Govern- 
ment might be located, it would ap- 
point the President, selecting some promi- 
nent citizen of this country or some one in 
Great Britin, like the Duke of Argyle, or 
the Marquis of Salisbury or one of the 
Queen’s sous, if we were monarchical enough 
to stand it, and the appointee would serve as 
Viceroy or Vice-Emperor, or simply Presi- 
dent, perhaps. The only other appoint- 
ments devolving upon the Goverment would 
be those of Governors of the States. There 
would be no elections of Judges and Magis- 
trates. Every office of a legislative descrip- 
tion from Congress to School Boards would. 
be elective. Everything having legislative 


| appointed. 
The President himself would not hold office 


for any specified term, or even for good be- 
havior.

Though Congress has been in session two 
weeks, the House has not yet admitted the 
newly-elected member from Colorado, nor 
the gentleman elected by 7,000 majority to 
fill a vacancy in South Carolina.

If 
at was all that the Shoriff had to depend 
on, the office would not be worth holding. It is an 
office of components ase hard work, and ought 
to pay well. I have n figuri up the cost of 
keeping the prisoners, and I estimate that at an 
allowance of 36 cents from the county I can make 
about $8,000 a year, Now that's a fair statement 
of my position. 

When we read this, we thought it possible 
that your reporter had misinterpreted the drift 
of the Sheriff's remarks, and that some contra- 
diction or explanation would appear in your 
next issue; but none appeared, and I take it that 
in the above extract the Sheriff has indi- 
cated his purpose and policy so far as 
that branch of his administration is concerned.

Among their chimes of which they are most: 
proud are those in St. Peter's Church, in Al- 
pany. They commenced to execute this order 
immediately. The bells arrived this week, and 
the work ‘wed them in place began on 
Thursday last. 

The set consists of ten bells, whose : 
Each bell made 
to produce a certain musical sound, the 
being produced by bells 
of greater diameter and greater weight, and the 
higher notes by bells of smaller diameter and 
less weight. This set gives ail the tones tn an 
octave, witha flat seventh and a tone above. 
The names and weights of the bells will be best 
seen by the following table:

The most natural inquiry of the reader will 


| be, How do they get these bells to represent 


the musical tones so exactly?’ The general 
idea is, that it depends on the quality of the 
metal, but this is erroneous. These bells are 
made of new Lake Superior co and new 
tin, in the proportion of sevent t parts of 
copper to twenty-two parts of tin. The founders 
first make one bell, say the one which is called 
E b, and, having given it the proper musical 
tone, the proper tones for the rest of the set are 
obtained by working out a very simple problem 
in mathematics. For instance, if a bell having 
a diameter of fifty inches produces a certain 
tone, one haying a diameter of tweuty-iive 
inches will produce a tone just one octave bigh- 
er. Having thus got the octave, the interme- 
diate tones are found in a similar way. 

The large bell of this chime bears the follow- 
ing iuscription : a

This large bell is also inscribed with the first 
two sentences of the Venite Exultamus,—the 
first Psalm in the Prayer Book,—and the re- 
maining bells are inseribed with the other 
portions of this Psalm.

The bells were being hung in the tower yes- 
terday, when a TRIBUN® reporter called at the 
church. The ringer of the bells, or, as the 
French would say in this case, the carillonneur, 
is to stand about thirty feet below the bells, 
where he will preside at a keyboard made on 
very much the same principal as the key-board 
to an organ. By pressing a certain lever, or 
key, he communicates this action to a long rod, 
placed perpendicularly in the tower, and this 
rod communicates with the clapper of the bell, 
which action causes the latter to emit the 
proper musical sound.

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ALBERT THE GREAT. 

One of the most famous worthies of the Mid- 
dle Ages was Albert, Count of Bollstadt, or, as 
he is most commonly called, Albertus Magnus. 
He was born in Lauingen, in Swabia, in,1193, 
and was educated in the University of Padua. 
At the age of 80 he entered the Order of Do- 
minicans, yet it was six years later that he began 
the career of prodigious labor by which he built 
up a lasting reputation. He seems, from the 
accounts we have of him, to have been one of 
the class gifted with versatile talents, large 
capacities, great ambition, and indefatigable in- 
dustry, rather than one of the few who possess 
the clearly original, creative power entitied 
genius, His acquirements were immense, and 
his activity absolutely untiring; hence, in what- 
ever direction he turned his efforts, he accom- 
plished results so eminent as to earn for him 
without reserve the name of Great. He fur- 
nished a signal example of what work, sustained 
by aresolute will, an honorable purpose, and 
staunch and well-trained faculties, can effect. 

His talents, we have said, were versatile, for 
he won distinction as a theologian, a philoso- 
pher, an astronomer, a mathematician, natural- 
ist, mechanician, and architect. In 1229 he be- 
came Professor of the Natural and Sacred 
Sciences at Cologne,—a position which he re- 
tained for several years. He then founded 
schools of theology at Hildesheim, Ratisbon, and 
Strasbourg; after which he again returned to his 
teaching at Cologne. Thence he repaired to 
Paris, where he occupied the Theological Chair 
in the University, which the Pope had been in- 
duced to give over to the — 1 the Domini 
cans. In 1249 he was sent to Cologne 
to establish the public school, which 
eventually became one of the most re- 
nowned universities in Europe. Five years 
later he was made Provincial of his 
Order, and soon after was to Poland 
in the capacity of Papal lerate, to extirpate cer- 
tain Pagan customs which bad been introduced 
into that country by intercourge with Mongols.

Makeacrust of water and 
flour; roll half an inch thick; soak your ham 
over night and scrape well; then cover nice and 
tight with the crust, so the juice cannot escape, 
and bake it till done. Then remove all thecrust 


and serve. 

Cookies without Two teacups sugar; 
one of butter; one of sour milk, and soda to 
sweeten it; one-half nutmeg; roll thin; cut 
with cutter with ring in centre. Bake a pretty 
brown. They are quite crisp. 

Potato Puffs: Take cold beef or lean meat of 
any kind; cutin small bits; season with salt 
and pepper; boil and mash some potatoes; make 
into paste with one or two eggs; roll out with a 
dust of flour; cut with a saucer; put the cut- 
meat on one-half of crust; fold the other over, 
and vinch together; {ry brown in butter. 

Oyster Pie: Make nice short biscuit crust;

quantity of liquor, for the crust soaks the liquor 
up; cover witha top crust—no bottom; bake 
quick, and serve hot. Cold sliced meats pre- 
pared the same way are very good.

Butter was in good local and shipping demand, and 
was held at fally previous prices. Cheese was 
dull, at 12446@13%¢ for good to best factory. 
In the fish market a light business was transacted 
at previous figures, values ruling steady. Dried 
fruits were unchanged. Leather continues firm 
and advancing. Coal was active at the quoted 
prices. There was a light demand for oils at pre- 
vious quotations. 

The demand forlumber continues moderate and 
is chiefly from the interior. Prices are steady, and 
probably no change will be made before February, 
if at all, as the stock is large and complete in most 
qualities. The wool market was quietand un- 
changed. Hides were active and firm at the late 
advance, which was due to local competition and 
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FLOUR—Was more active, with no change in prices. 
There were a few shipping orders on hand, and would 
probably have been filled at asking rates if freight- 
room could be procured; bat as it was, buyers asked a 
decline of 10c per bri to eover an advance in rates, and 
holders would not coneede it. The local trade took 
hold sparingly. Sales were reported of 150 bris winters 
at $6.00; 885 bris spring extras chiefly at $4.
